Second street and also Edgewood street to a proposed Missouri Pacific Railway 
overpass bridge recommended by the Arkansas Highway Department, 


The proposed bridge, stretching from the railroad to East Third street, would 


pass over East Second at about waist height, definitely blocking traffic on this vi- 
tal street , , , and that is what has residents on this street in an "uproar"! 


It's all part of a north-south route running all the way from Interstate 30 on the 


eastern approach to Hope to a point near the Fed River Technical Vocational 
school where it links up with Highway 29, 


After passing over the railroad, the proposed route cuts a disruptive swath 


south on Edgewood all the way to East 16th. At this point it would cut across bad- 
ly needed public school property, including part of the High School track and prac- 
tice football field, From there it would continue on south, 


One irate citizen said that blocking East Second street alone would create a 


"Berlin Wall" right here in Hope, U.S.A. The immediate effect would be to "dead- 
end" a vital street and leave property values badly depressed throughout the area. 


In addition to that, the blockade would hamper and restrict ambulance service 


so vital to saving lives when seconds count. It would hamper and restrict fire and 
police protection, postoffice service, and a great number of other essential ser- 
vices. 


Persons using the street would be unable to get over the bridge, under the 


bridge, around the bridge, and if earth-filled embankments were included for 
part of the support of the structure, it would be difficult to even see over the 
bridge from ground-level. 


Pedestrian traffic, forced to East Third street enroute to downtown Hope, 


would face an added hazard. Many sections of sidewalk on Third street have 
long vanished, eaten up by a shopping center, by filling stations, restaurants, 
more filling stations, used car lots, and still more filling stations.

local real estate brokers have estimated it would require that amount of money 
to purchase homes and clear right-of-way. Where is the city going to get one-mil- 
lion dollars?

When this plan first became known with the publication by the Arkansas High- 


way Planning Division of the proposed route with detailed map the latter part of 
May, a protest group from the Cornelius Heights area appeared before the City 
Board of Directors and raised such a howl, the City then hired two independent 
engineers in an effort to find alternate routes.

GIs Anxious 
Over Third 
Saigon Fight

SAIGON- (AP) - Mud-caked 


American GB defending the ap» 
preaches to Saigon exhibit a 
mixture of dread, confidence 
and impatience as they prepare 
for the third battle of Saigon, 


Warned by their commanders 


that (he third offensive of the 
year against South Vietnam's 
capital may be the biggest bat* 
tie of the war, quite a number 
voice fervent hopes that some 
other unit will bear the brunt of 
the fighting, 


Sitting at the edge of a rice 


paddy, hands cupped around 
cigarettes in the monsoon show- 
er, combat infantrymen don't 
talk about the strategic impor- 
tance of the battle, how it might 
affect the Paris peace talks or 
what would happen in Saigon if 
the enemy again breaks through 
the city's outer defense perime- 
ter, 
\ 


Instead the talk is of chances 


for survival, whether the unit 
will be rotated out of a particu- 
larly dangerous area before the 
attack opens, whether intelli- 
gence can possibly be right 
about the large number of bat- 
talions facing them. 


When the word first cams that 


Viet 
Cong and North Viet- 


namese regiments were mass- 
ing for a new attack, it set off a 
low voltage feeling of excite- 
ment. But weeks later and with 
several enemy regiments ma- 
neuvering away from the capi- 
tal, the edge of expectation is 
somewhat dulled. When intelli- 
gence reports of an attack in 
mid-July proved wrong and new 
estimates put D-Day as far 
away as September, some com- 
manders found it difficult to 
keep their men up to peak per- 
formance. 


"When the men haven't been 


in a good fight for several 
weeks they tend to relax. That's 
just what Charlie wants," the 
commander 
of 
one 
infantry 


company said. 


Many of the men are newly 


arrived, and the battle may be 
their first major fight of the 
war. These men look forward to 
it as a personal testing under 
fire.

China Paper 
Smashed 
in Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - Terrorists 


struck in Saigon today for the 
second time in a week and blew 
up the city's largest Chinese 
newspaper. 


Police said four young Viet 


Cong, two of them girls, set off 
a 60-pound plastic bomb in the 
press room of A Chau Van 
Quoc, the Asian Daily News, an 
anti-Communist 
paper 
which 


supports 
the 
Saigon govern- 


ment. No casualties were re- 
ported. 


The terrorists, all armed with 


pistols, walked into the newspa- 
per office just after I p.m. and 
ordered everyone out, 


One girl terrorist pulled out 


the explosive charge concealed 
in a bag, planted it in the press- 
room and fled with her compa- 
nions,

headquarters in Saigon, 


South Vietnamese intelligence 


sources have warned that ter- 
rorist attacks might precede the 
expected big enemy attack on 
Saigon and other major popula- 
tion centers. Military spokes- 
men said in the 24 hours ending 
at noon today, eight more Viet- 
namese 
were killed and 26 


wounded in terrorist attacks at 
various other cities and towns, 


In the only significant ground 


action reported, units of the 
U.S. 101st Airborne Division 
sweeping near Saigon suffered 
13 dead and 27 wounded in a 14- 
hour battle Thursday with North 
Vietnamese troops 
27 
miles 


northwest of the capital. 


The Americans reported kill- 


ing 20 of the enemy with the 
help of helicopter 
gunships, 


fighter-bombers and artillery. 


As the drive kept up to blunt 


the anticipated enemy offensive, 
American 
warplanes attacked 


enemy supply lines in North and 
South Vietnam, and troops of 
the Air Cavalry Division uncov- 
ered two more big arms dumps 
in the mountainous area west of 
Hue, the old imperial capital 45 
miles below the demilitarized 
zone. 


This is the area in which 


troops of the North Vietnamese 
308th and 324th Divisions are re- 
ported readying the next offen- 
sive. 


One of the weapons caches 


was located 21 miles west of 
Hue and the other - 22 miles 
west-southwest of the city, The 
second dump was found about 
half a mile from another huge 
arms 'supply' foundSby -the^alr 
cavalrymen on Wednesday. 


The latest finds included 110 


bazooka-type rockets, two mor- 
tar tubes and 1,071 mortars, 31 
rounds of recoilless rifle ammu- 
nition, 109,760 rounds of small 
arms ammunition, 15 individual

H O L L Y W O O D (AP) - 


"Dream House" is the first quiz 
show In more than a decade to 
offer really lavish prizes-rang- 
ing up to a $40,000 house and 
homosite— and I knew I had a ti* 
ger by the tail. 
The specter of the rigging 


scandals of the mfd-50's loomed 
ominously over the project. We 
had to devise a security plan 
which would baffle any kind of 
cheating or collusion, whether 
intentional or accidental, by the 
less than 1 per cent of this world 
that would cheat or be guilty of 
collusion. 


Here, briefly, are the security 


measures which solved our 
problem, 


On each show, three couples 


— one hold-over champion and 
two sets of challengers—com- 
pete for prizes, leading up to a 
new home. Instead of bringing 
three couples to the studio, how- 
ever, we invite five or six. The 
challengers are chosen by the 


the pro* 


staff knows, until too* 


m*nts before air time just who 
will appear on any program. 
When they m*el for the first 
tlnv? at the studio, the contest- 
ants are kept continuously un* 
der the eye of a network repre* 
sentative. They are not allowed 
to discuss the show amongst 
themselves, nor do they como 
into contact with any member 
of the staff involved with ques- 
tions or prizes. That Includes 
host Michael Darow. 


Contestants are required to 


sign affadavits stating that they 
are not related by blood, mar- 
riage or personal friendship to 
anyone 
connected 
with 
the 


show, the network or the spon- 
sors and advertising agencies 
involved, and that they under- 
stand It is a federal offense "to 
accept information or assist- 
ance" which would give them 
an advantage over other play* 
ers. 


Similar 
security measures 


protect the questions used on 
the show. Our writing staff 
works in an isolated office and 
no member of that staff is al- 
lowed in the area where poten- 
tial contestants are screened 
and chosen. If a writer or any 
other member of the staff vio- 
lates that rule or any rule per- 
tainlngjo security we're obliged 
to jrism?t& htm at once.

residents of this little Northeast 
Arkansas town feel like they 
have their backs to the wall, 
but they still are swinging 
away In a fight to keep their 
Post Offlce, 


"The whole town Is In an up- 


roar," said former Mayor M,A, 
Scudder, 
Portia had a population of 375 


when the I960 census was taken 
and it seems all those old 
enough to write have signed 
petitions and written letters to 
their representatives In Wash- 
ington, 


The Portia Post office Is one 


of 347 that the Post Office De. 
partment is closing In August 
as an economy move, 


Scudder and apparently t h e 


whole town, however, can't un« 
Oerstand It, and they 
are 


nagged, by the big question of 
why? 


«1 wouldn't be surprised If 
it's power politics," Scudder 
said, 


The Town Council has sent 


a resolution to Postmaster Gen« 
eral Marvin Watson, who |s a 
native of a small town In East 
Texas, urging that the P o s t 
Offiee be left where it is. 


The resolution said that postal 


receipts during the last year 
had been more than $19,000 and 
that there was a long waiting 
list for the 50 mail boxes in 
the Post Office, 


As proof of Portia's progress, 


the resolution cited a new water' 
works system and a $10,000 sur* 
plus in the city treasury* tt also 
said there isn't a vacant build' 
ing in town, 
vl don't know why they jump* 


ed on this one (town)," Scudder 
said. He said the department 
is not bothering nearby Tow- 
hatan, which has 120 popula- 
tion, 


"We think Portia Is the fast- 


est growing little town In Law-

Sporadic 
racial 
violence 


erupted Thursday night in four 
areas ranging from Erie, Pa,, to 
Seattle. Wash., with Cleveland 
and Chicago again the major 
targets, 


Reversing his policy of trying 


to let black community leaders 
control the situation, Cleveland 
Mayor Carl Stokes reinstated a 
dusk«to«dawk curfew in Cleve- 
land's Negro slums. It was en* 
forced by National Guardsmen 
and white police. 


There were 30 arrests— two 


for looting, one for arson and 27 
for curfew violation. Several 
small fires broke out on the 
East Side where 10 persons, In- 
eluding three policemen, were 
killed in shootings Tuesday. 


Meanwhile, merchants 
and 


police differed 
on protection 


supplied In the troub.'sd area. 


One merchant charged that 


his store was looted while two 
Negro policeman watched. But 
somo Negro policemen claim 
that merchants, after removing 
valuable items, allowed gangs 
to loot their stores so they could 
collect Insurance. 


In Chicago, a North Side su- 


permarket, which has been the 
scene 
of previous 
incidents 


again was vandalized, and store 
windows were smashed in sub- 
urban 
Maywood after police 


used tear gas to break up a 
demonstration at the village 
hall. 


The disturbance in Maywood, 


an integrated city 15 miles west 
of Chicago's downtown section, 
followed a meeting of the local 
branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored Peb'ple. 


Police fald about 300 Negro 


youths marched to the ""Village 
hall where, the village board 
was' meeting. After poHceosed 
tear gas to disperse them, the 
youths moved to the downtown 
section where they smashed 
windows, 
overturned

benches and hurled objects at 
passing vehicles, slightly injur- 
ing ten per sons.
